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THE GOVERNOR'S PROGRAM 
While Governor LaFollette's mes- 


sage covers other matters of moment, 
and that will be dealt with separately, 
its program for the relief of unemploy- 
ment is probably the most radical and 
the most reasoned that has been pro- 
posed by any responsible public offi- 
cer, with one exception, within our 
time. 


It is radical in the ser.se of its dif- 


ference and perhaps as much in its di- 
rect effort to get things done as dis- 
tinguished from things talked about. It 
is reasoned in the effort of the gover- 
nor to back it with logic, to support 
it with argument with the apparent 
purpose of trying to bridge the gap 
from cause to effect. 


Can any single person or set of per- 


sons short of the overwhelming major- 
ity of the people, if them, by any single 
policy or set of policies, substantially 
affect economic tides, those currents in 
the ocean of business heretofore of 
such tremendous power that they have 
never yet been thwarted in their course 
and move persons hither and thither 
seemingly as they please? That is the 
question. 


It is worse than weakness to supine- 


ly admit our inability to do anything 
but it is rashness to expect very much. 


An economic policy cannot be built 


out of argument alone however fair the 
argument be. Indeed we know it can- 
not be built even upon logical grounds, 
for into every such policy enters one 
element as touchy and squeamish as a 
piece of quicksilver, an element that is 
indefinable, impossible to locate or 
thoroughly understand. It is the most 
common element on the face of the 
earth. It is human nature. 


There is "much beast1 and some dev- 


il" as well as both angel and God in 
man. 
We do not refer to perversity 


or intentional wrongdoing. Rather do 
we refer to the impossibility of ascer- 
taining in advance how people will act 
or conduct their affairs under altered 
conditions. It was this very failure to 
appreciate the element of human na- 
ture that wrecked prohibition. 


That is why what appears as logical 


in the governor's argument must still 
be taken with more than a grain of salt. 


The •program of going- ahead with 


useful matters of public improvement 
seems sound. Turn it over and ex- 
amine it carefully as one will for fis- 
sure, fault or imperfection, none ap- 
pears. Before Mr. Hoover became 
president and during the ^Mississippi 
floods he spoke strongly in favor of a 
similar program. Even before that Al 
Smith had sponsored the preparation in 
advance of plans for needful public im- 
provements but the holding of the 
work in abeyance as much as possible 
until those works could be used to take 
up the unemployment slack. 


But now comes the more difficult 


matter. Who will pay the bills? Al- 
though that is not a new question, be- 
ing as old as the hills, the proposed 
plan of answering it is sorrieivha- new. 


Again if we turn to what we please 


to call logic it is hard to derry- the gov- 
ernor's argument that people should 
pay in proportion to their ability to 
pay, but when we apply it with an ex- 
ample we see the immediate chance of 
injustice. 
Incomes are often uncer- 


tain things. The raan who happened 
to have one in 1931 pays a tremen- 
dous price but the rr.an who has one 
two years later gets all the benefit for 
nothing. Is not the distribution over 
too short a time? Is not the burden 
wobbly and out of proportion? 


The interim committee has suggest- 


ed a tax on every cigarette smoked of 
one mill or 2 cents a package. The gov- 
ernor hasn't mentioned it. The esti- 
mate is that this would raise millions. 
By ignoring it the governor apparently 
indicates his opposition to it. 


Logically again, what reason can 


there be for putting such a heavy bur- 
den upon those who smoke tobacco in 
the form of cigarette**? 
And by the 


same token why should those who do 
not smoke escape the burden? £he an- 
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swer is a plain one. It is about the 
easiest way of raising money. Again 
a case of human nature. 


The man who uses a thousand gal- 


lons of gasoline to drive his car 15,000 
miles in a year would raise the roof if 
he were required to pay an annual tax 
of $40 at a specified time, yet that is

That is not an 
accurate statement. The truth is the 
rich have grown richer and the poor 
have grown richer and that when hard 
times come they all grow poorer to- 
gether only the rich can stand it better 
than the poor. 


One of the most misleading argu- 


ments used by the governor, and one 
that must have misled him substanti- 
ally, relates to the fact that "in the 
first nine months of 1929 the total in- 
terest and dividends paid (by our na- 
tional industrial -and business system) 
was 85.559,000,000 while in the first 
nine months of 1931, the second year 
of the business depression, it paid 86,- 
279,000.000 in interest and dividends." 


Of course, interest and dividends 


should not have been carried together. 
Dividends are earnings. 
Interest is 


what is paid because of an indebted- 
ness. 
Interest is a carrying charge 


of the business just as wages. 
The 


fact that interest was climbing does 
not show a healthy condition on the 
part .of business although the gover- 
nor assumed that it did. And the pay- 
ment of 
dividends did not show a 


healthy condition either but, in a great 
many cases, a forced condition, the at- 
tempt to hold hands together and even 
borrow money or sell property in or- 
der to pay dividends which were not 
earned during the current year but had 
been earned during previous years. 


The governor, like most lawyers, 


likes statistics. They are not always 
reliable. Someone once called them a 
form of falsehood. 
They must be 


carefully analyzed and cautiously ap- 
plied to the facts of the case else some 
very rash and misleading conclusions 
might be drawn.
